OLD   JOE 


The  eyes  of  a  nation  were  turned  toward  Mars  Hill 
on  October  I2,  1932,  when  the  moniniient  pictured  above 
was  unveiled.  Back  in  1856,  when  the  first  college 
building  was  completed,  "Old  Joe"  was  a  young  negro 
slave,  belonging  to  the  late  Mr.  Woods  Anderson,  a 
leader  in  the  community  and  chairman  of  the  board  of 
trustees. 

The  board  had  given  a  note  to  the  contractors  in  the 
sum  of  $1,500,  balance  on  the  building.  The  note  fell 
due  the  board  could  not  meet  it,  and  the  contractors 
levied  on  the  yoimg  negro  slave  as  security  for  the  in- 
debtedness. Joe  was  taken  to  Asheville  and  placed  in 
jail.  The  trustees  worked  frantically  in  an  effort  to  se- 
cure the  money,  yet  several  days  elapsed  before  the  sum 
was  finally  obtained  and  Joe  was  released  from  jail. 

Because  his  living  body  had  been  held  as  security  for 
the  college,  Joe  seemed  to  become  a  part  of  the  institu- 
tion, and  after  slavery  had  been  abolished  he  remained 
here  with  his  friends.  So  highly  was  he  esteemed  by  the 
college  and  community  that  last  Founder's  Day  program 
was  devoted  to  his  memory.

"There  is  a  river,  the  streams  whereof  shall  make  glad 
the  City  of  God,  the  holy  place  of  the  tabernacle  of  the 
Most  High." 

The  words  of  the  Psalmist  may  well  be  applied  to  the 
B.  S.  U.  of  Mars  Hill,  because  it  is  through  the  work  of 
this  centralized  group  that  God  is  exalted.  His  religion 
taught,  and  His  Christianity  practiced.  Without  the  B. 
S.  U.,  much  of  the  appeal  of  Mars  Hill  as  a  Christian 
institution  would  be  lost.  Its  literary  work  might  con- 
tinue at  its  present  high  standard,  but  ]\Iars  Hill,  without 
the  great  work  represented  in  the  B.  S.  L  .,  simply  would 
not  be  Mars  Hill. 

All  religious  organizations  of  the  campus  merge  in  the 
formation  of  the  B.  S.  U.  Every  student  who  is  a  mem- 
ber of  any  religious  organization  is  a  member  of  this 
L  nion.  Therefore,  the  B.  S.  U.  is  not  an  organization 
within  itself,  but  is  a  river  of  righteousness,  the  tributaries 
of  which  are  all  the  religious  organzations  of  the  campus. 

As  an  indication  of  the  breadth  of  the  ■i\-ork  done  by 
these  religions  organizations,  study  courses  are  held  each 
year  by  which  all  of  these  groups,  and  \isiting  speakers, 
field  ivorks,  and  missionaries  come  to  Mars  Hill  and  de- 
liver lectures,  by  which  the  students  obtain  first  hand 
intormation  of  the  actual  work  being  done  in  the  sexeral 
fields  of  religious  activities.

SOCIAL  LIFE  AT   AL\RS  HILL 

If  the  intensive  scholastic  program  at  Mars  Hill  were 
not  interspersed  with  a  social  schedule,  work  tor  the  a.v- 
erage  student  would  soon  become  burdensome.  Thus, 
the  college  has  provided  an  entertainmejit  committee  whose 
duty  it  is  to  furnish  its  students  with  wholesome  enter- 
tainment. This  committee  attempts  to  secure  only  the 
best  of  musicians,  lecturers,  dramatic  clubs,  and  moving 
pictures. 

While  the  social  schedule  permits  each  separate  organ- 
ization to  have  one  social  meeting  each  semester,  outstand- 
ing in  the  schedule  are  the  "Get-acquainted  Reception" 
which  is  held  the  first  Saturday  evening  of  each  school 
year;  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Socials,  the  "M"  Club  reception, 
and  the  Junior-Senior  reception  held  in  the  spring. 

An  addition  to  the  social  calendar  was  made  in  1932 
when  the  girls'  societies,  the  Nonpareil  and  the  Clio 
agreed  to  substitute  a  social  function  for  the  public  pro- 
gram at  their  anniversary.  For  years  it  had  been  customary 
for  the  societies  to  display  their  talent  in  public  perform- 
ance in  celebrating  their  anniversary,  each  society  being 
provided  one  evening  in  the  year  for  such  event.  The 
college  recommended  that  a  change  be  made  and  the  1932 
celebration  of  these  societies  was  in  the  form  of  a  recep- 
tion. This  change  was  regretted  generally  by  former 
students  who  felt  that  a  loss  would  ensue,  but  those  who 
participated  in  the  form  of  entertainment  were  elated 
at   the  success.
